A generation's most beloved children's show. 
Mister Rogers' Neighborhood, turned 50 last week. I turned 
41. 

I am of the generation of fortunate children to 
have grown up with Mr. Rogers as our neighbor. Every 
afternoon and every evening, as soon as the xylophone 
music of the show's theme song would ring out from the 
speaker of our color television enshrined in laminate oak 
like an analog monument, the outside world disappeared 
and I was at home in the neighborhood. 

Mister Rogers would always end just at my 
bedtime, and after he swapped his inside shoes for his 
outside shoes and took off his cardigan and put back on 
his jacket, I would kiss the TV screen before he exited 
and say, "Good night, Mr. Rogers." It's one of my earliest 
memories. I must have been about three-and-a-half then, 
around the time long-term memory kicks in for most of 
us. 

Last week, in addition to the birthday wishes 
posted to my Facebook page, social media was suddenly 
flooded with quotes, videos, memes, and memories 
of Mr. Rogers remembering the kind, gentle man who 
made each of us individually feel like we were special 
and appreciated. The week of my birthday is also, now 
a tradition, the week when I take a detour in Rochester 
for a drive-by of the same grassy knoll on the side of 
Rounseville Road to see if I could spot any spring flowers. 
On February 23, as I have now for the past four years 
or so since I started at The Wanderer, I spotted the first 
crocuses to emerge from the winter-worn ground of that 
roadside hill. I counted four. 

The crocus is often the first flower to emerge at 
the end of winter, a symbol of the approach of spring. 

We see a crocus, we think spring. I also see a crocus and I 
think... "Betty." 

February 19 was the 50*^ anniversary of the 
first airing of Mr. Rogers' Neighborhood.

come play, you wouldn't play with her?" 

I stared at the door, processing Betty's question. 
The notion that a Russian little girl is no different than I or 
any other American girl blew my mind. 

"Yes, I would," I said, having been shown that 
fear is no excuse for hatred. 

If you could only sense how important you are to the 
lives of those you meet; how important you can be to the people 
you may never even dream of There is something of yourself 
that you leave at every meeting with another person. 

Eventually I outgrew watching Mister Rogers' 
Neighborhood. And I was probably about ten years old 
when Betty moved away. The memory of that late 
afternoon and the deep sadness I felt on my front porch 
- waving goodbye to her as she left our neighborhood 
for the last time, her sitting in the front passenger seat 
with Milly on her lap, waving back at me - is as vivid to 
me now as the moment it happened. I was sobbing. I am 
conscious of it now, but the child I was at the time didn't 
recognize that the sorrow, the panic, the squeezing in my 
chest and the physical pain it caused was my very first 
broken heart. 

All of us have special ones who have loved us into 
being. Would you just take, along with me, ten seconds to think 
of the people who have helped you become who you are.... Ten 
seconds of silence. 

Fred Rogers spoke those words during his 
Lifetime Achievement Emmy acceptance speech in 1997. 
He died exactly 15 years ago on this very day, February 
27, in 2003. 

As a child my first neighbors were Mr. Rogers 
and Betty; the ones who made me feel appreciated and 
liked for who I am, always speaking to me - not like I was 
a child - like I was a person. 

Every year when I see those first crocuses, I still 
think of Betty. And when Fred Rogers asks me to think 
for ten seconds about the ones who helped me become 
who I am today I still think of Betty. The one who counted 
crocuses with me every spring. One of them, like Fred 
Rogers put it, who 'loved me into being.'

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Bufflehead Sea Ducks

This diminutive black and white diving duck 
- the bufflehead sea duck - spends most of the winter 
bobbing up and down along the icy edges of Little Bay. 

It is named for a large white puffy head in proportion 
to a black tiny body as the similar profile of a buffalo. A 
buoyant and elusive bird on the water, they avoid being 
spotted by abruptly diving to vanish out of sight and 
much later 
resurface 
in another 
location. 

They also 
are able to 
take vertical 
flight directly 
up from 
the surface 
unlike other 
diving ducks 
that require a 
long running 

start to become airborne. This makes them unpredictable 
to follow for bird watching, rapidly relocating in 
movement from one place to another. 

The pink legs and feet used to swim and dive are 
visible in flight against a white body patch that wraps 
around the back of the head toward the body and also 
crosses the entire inner wing, as illustrated. If within 
hearing distance, they can be identified by a chattering 
and squeaky growling call. They easily spend half their 
lives underwater, made possible by prominent nasal 
passages on the bill to actively discharge an outflow of the 
buildup of a high sodium underwater salt content. 

For safety, they submerge in groups and leave 
lookouts on the surface to warn of the approach of 
predators such as the local peregrine falcon that in 
this area is a frequent flyer patrolling the coastlines to 
suddenly swoop at high speeds while they are busy 
feeding below. 

Buffleheads dine on aquatic insects, larvae, snails. 
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small fish, and shrimp. 

During courtship the males, in typical macho 
fashion, try to impress females with exotic behavior, 
swimming ahead of them while bobbing their heads 
perhaps to promise a positive productive potential to their 
mating. 

They breed along forested shorelines where 
conifers mix with hardwoods and, like the wood duck, 
will nest in the hole of a tree. The bufflehead, however, 
is small enough to frequently move into an unoccupied 
northern flicker nest. 

Like the wood duck, the bufflehead ducklings 
leave the nest within one to two days of hatching, 
jumping down one by one in rapid succession as far as 
20 feet while furtively flapping un-feathered wings to 
bounce harmlessly off the ground and waddle off towards 
the water. 

Now in the last days of winter, their migration 
northward is just over the horizon toward arctic-bordered 
shorelines above the Hudson Bay for reproduction. At the 
first dawn of spring, the curtain of winter season seabird 
entertainment from the front row seats of our living 
room windows will have already come down. The star 
performers will have quietly and unceremoniously eloped 
without permission or even saying good-bye. 

Tapping Into Tradition in Rochester

Just off Mattapoisett Road tucked in a corner 
behind some trees is a small, wooden shack billowing 
steam from an open skylight window. It's an early late- 
winter morning - the time of year when warmer, more 
temperate days now dawn but still slip back into cold, 
subfreezing nights. 

At Mike For and's house, these milder mornings 
are melting the earth beneath the surface, as evidenced 
by the wide tire tracks of mud that crisscross his 
yard. Beneath the ground things are stirring; roots are 
awakening. It's the perfect weather pattern - warm days, 
cold nights - for For and to tune in to nature, tap into 
tradition, and collect every last drop of early spring as it 
encroaches.

For just over a week now leading up to that 
Wednesday morning on February 21, Forand has been 
up and at it almost every morning at 6:30, going from 
maple tree to maple tree in his yard and at other locations 
around Rochester and Acushnet lifting the lids off of 
metal buckets fastened to the sides of the trees to see how 
much liquid has collected inside. Fie pours that clear 
watery liquid into larger buckets and takes them back 
home to that wooden shack. Before long, that ordinary 
shack is transformed into a ''sugar shack" where the stuff 
of pancake and waffle dreams are made. 

Forand has been making his own maple syrup 
for decades since he was a kid. Flis father designed and 
created his own system for filtering and boiling the clear, 
watery, sugary sap until it thickened and browned and 
condensed into what you pour all over your pancakes. 

"It would take forever," said Forand. "It was 
strictly for fun," he added, since back in the day Forand's 
dad's operation would produce only a fraction of what 
Forand can process today 

Making maple syrup, however time consuming 
it was when he was a kid, is still a lengthy process. The 
sap itself is only about one percent sugar and 99 percent 
water. Forty gallons of sap will yield just one gallon of 
syrup! 

The inside of Forand's sugar shack today looks 
very different from old Dad's. Forand's system is much 
more 'sophisticated' than the one from his childhood. 
There is a wood-fired boiler bubbling and steaming away 
right as you enter the shack. Behind it is the filtration 
system that runs the sap through to remove any particles 
and impurities. On the other side of the room is Forand's 
reverse osmosis evaporator, which he's only had for 
two years. The machine speeds up the boiling process 
considerably by reducing roughly half the water content 
of the sap before moving it over to be boiled. 

"If I were to put the sap in the boiler without 
reducing it, it would easily take twelve hours," said 
Forand. 

It's still an all-day activity for Forand, even with 
the help of his son, Tim Forand, who feeds the boiler fire 
about every seven minutes with split pine logs that burn

up fast, but burn really hot. 

The shack is a pretty sweet spot in which 
to pass the time. Forand's got a small flat screen TV 
inside to entertain between the steps of processing the 
syrup. Despite the technology - the TV, the shiny metal 
containers, and the yards of piping and plastic tubing - 
the shack still has that rustic feel to it. Lining the shelves 
are small antique glass bottles that For and has dug up 
over the years in several locations on his 42 acres of land. 
A sign on the wall reads ''Life is better on the farm," while 
another says "This farm is my happy place." And it's a 
good thing, since the For and men will be inside that sugar 
shack some nights until 10:30 finishing up another day's 
batch of syrup.

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For and packages the finished product into small 
glass jars and slaps on a sticker with the label ''MRF 
Farms." He may sell a few bottles at a farmer's market 
here and there, but the majority of it he gives away as 
little gifts. His maple-sugaring season lasts about six to 
eight weeks, depending on the weather - those warm 
days and cold nights are essential for tapping. And this 
year, all the wet weather the region has experienced only 
helps those maple trees produce more sap. 

"The first day on February 10,1 put the drill 
down," said Forand, describing what happened when he 
installed his first tap of the season. "The sap wds flowing 
out of the hole it was so fast." 

The night before, Forand went outside to check 
on the progress of the day's sap collection and found just 
ten to 12 gallons. It's usually more like 20 to 40 gallons 
on any given day, Forand said, "So I knew it was slowing 
down." 

It might sound 'sappy' to say, but as Tim Forand 
put it: "It's a labor of love." 

"I love it," said Mike Forand. "I look forward to 
this time of year. Who else in Rochester is making maple 
syrup around here?" 

What's most fascinating about it, Tim added, is 
the fact that sugaring is totally natural. "It's from a treel I 
mean, God makes it!" 

"There's something that happens when you tap 
trees," said Mike Forand. "You cannot walk by these trees 
without looking inside those buckets." Even Forand's 
grandchildren are drawn into the fascination of sugaring. 
"Once the kids get off the bus, they run over to the 
buckets. They want to see how much sap is in them." 

Forand's already got cases of bottles of his 
homemade golden maple syrup, and there are still a few 
weeks left to this sugaring season. The two Forand men 
will spend those next few weeks doing what they do 
every year, what the Forand men have been doing for 
decades - tapping into tradition and topping the pancakes 
of his friends with pure Rochester maple syrup. Which 
begs the question: Will Tim continue the Forand tradition 
after he inherits the sugar shack? 

"I don't know," he says. "We'll see. I guess I 
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would... Yeah, probably..."

Mendoza Drops Out as Selectman Candidate

Candidate for the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
Catherine Mendoza has withdrawn from the three-way 
race for selectman on Thursday, February 22, leaving 
a two-way race between current Finance Committee 
and Zoning Board of Appeals member David Arancio 
and Rochester's Emergency Preparedness Director Paul 
Ciaburri. 

Mendoza is known for her outspoken opposition 
to Wellspring Farm, the therapeutic horseback riding 
facility that abuts her Hiller Road residence. 

Town Clerk (and current Selectman not running 
for re-election this year) Naida Parker told The Wanderer 
on Wednesday, February 21, that an allegedly "irate" 
Mendoza entered the Rochester Town Hall the day before 
demanding that Town Counsel Blair Bailey enforce the 
Town's social media policy in regards to a Facebook post 
of hers. Parker stated that Mendoza commented that she 
was then considering dropping out of the race. 

Parker, who has been a selectman for 15 years 
and town clerk for 34 years, said on February 21 that 
she would be retiring in 2020 and would not be seeking 
reelection as Rochester's town clerk, either. 

"It's time for me to figure out what I'm gonna do 
when I grow up," said Parker. 

In other election news, the February 21 deadline 
has passed for returning completed nomination papers 
for the April 11 annual election and the list of candidates 
that will appear on the ballot is official. 

Aside from Board of Selectmen, there will be 
only one other contested race this year for the Planning 
Board. Four, including two incumbents, are vying for 
two seats up for grabs. David Shaw, a current member 
of the Cemetery Commission, and resident Bill Milka 
are running against Planning Board incumbents Bendrix 
"Ben" Bailey and John DiMaggio. 

Candidates running for other open elected 
positions this year will do so unopposed and will appear 
as follows: 

Town Moderator, incumbent Kirby Gilmore; Tree 
Warden, incumbent Jeffrey Eldridge; Board of Health, 
incumbent Dale Barrows; Board of Assessors, incumbent 
Jana Cavanaugh; Plumb Library Trustees (two seats), 
newcomers Gloria Vincent and Jordan Pouliot; Park 
Commission, incumbent Kenneth Ross; Rochester School 
Committee (two seats), incumbents Tina Rood and Robin 
Rounseville; Old Rochester Regional School Committee, 
incumbent Cary Humphrey. 

No one is running for the vacant seat on the 
Cemetery Commission previously held by Veronica 
Lafreniere who did not seek reelection. 

The annual town election will be held on

Two Emaciated Dogs Rescued in Rochester

Rochester Police on Thursday rescued two dogs 
suffering from starvation and neglect and allegedly living 
in filth inside a Rochester home. 

The Rochester Police Department received a call 
from a concerned utility worker on February 21 reporting 
that she saw two malnourished-looking dogs inside a 
house on New Bedford Road. 

Police and Animal Control officers arrived at the 
scene and found nine-year-old ''Ace" and two-year-old 
"Bentley" locked inside looking severely malnourished, 
according to a Rochester Police press release. 

The officers' initial impressions of the conditions 
of the house were described as "very unsanitary," along 
with an extreme odor of animal urine and feces detected 
from the driveway. No one was home, and officers found 
no water or food left available for the dogs. 

Police contacted the resident of the house, Tyrone 
Mendes, 33, who returned home and was subsequently 
charged with two counts of Animal Cruelty and two 
counts of Failing to License a Dog. 

The officers stated that the conditions inside the 
house were "deplorable" and covered with animal waste. 
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Animal Control took Ace and Bentley into 
custody and later released the pair to the Animal Rescue 
League of Boston for medical treatment. 

The ARLB reports that it is caring for the two 
dogs at the ARL animal care and adoption facility in 
Brewster. Bentley currently weighs only 20 pounds and is 
roughly 30 pounds underweight. Older dog Ace was in 
slightly better condition but still malnourished. 

"'Both animals are settling into their new 
surroundings and will be on a closely monitored feeding 
schedule to promote safe and steady weight gain," ARL 
Brewster veterinary staff report in a public statement. 

Both Ace and Bentley are expected to fully 
recover, barring any unexpected complications. 


Gonsalves Resigns as Selectmen

Marion Selectman Steve Gonsalves submitted 
a letter of resignation from the Board of Selectmen on 
Thursday, February 22, a sudden move that Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Jody Dickerson said took him by 
surprise. 

In his letter of resignation dated February 21, 
Gonsalves wrote only one sentence: "I hereby tender my 
resignation as Selectman for the Town of Marion, effective 
immediately." 

During a phone call on February 23, Gonsalves 
said he had only four words to explain why he resigned. 

"I have a conscience," stated Gonsalves, "and 
that's all I've got to say." 

"I was surprised," said Dickerson on February 23 
in response to the resignation. "I thank Steve for his work 
for the town. It probably wasn't an easy decision, but I 
wish him happiness and success in his future business." 

During the February 6 selectmen's meeting, 
there was a contentious exchange amongst the Board of 
Selectmen and Town Administrator Paul Dawson when 
Gonsalves accused Dawson and the two other selectmen 
of unfairly excluding him from the selection process for 
a Department of Public Works interim superintendent. 
Gonsalves differed with Dawson's and town counsel's 
opinion on whether or not Gonsalves faced a conflict of 
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interest in the matter. 

The conflict of interest pertained to the board's 
search for an interim Department of Public Works 
superintendent and whether Gonsalves, whose son is a 
DPW employee, could participate in that search. 

Gonsalves was adamant that the State Ethics 
Commission's response to his inquiry cleared him of any 
potential conflict of interest, citing a part in the letter that 
stated no conflict would exist if another supervisor stood 
between Gonsalves' son and the superintendent. 

However, during the Board of Selectmen meeting 
on February 20, Selectman Norm Hills disagreed with 
Gonsalves' interpretation, saying that State Ethics in that 
same sentence essentially negated the prior statement 
if the DPW superintendent was responsible for union 
contract negotiations that could affect Gonsalves' son's 
salary and benefits or if the superintendent exercised 
authority over working conditions that could benefit 
Gonsalves' son. 

Gonsalves had announced two hours before the 
February 20 meeting that he would not be attending the 
meeting, so he was not present to comment and did not 
return a phone call from The Wanderer after the meeting. 

On February 23, Gonsalves - who is still 
tree warden for the Town of Marion - thanked the 
townspeople who had supported him over the years. 

"It means a lot to me," said Gonsalves. "It was a 
tough decision." 

During a special meeting called for Monday, 
February 26, the remaining two selectmen reassigned 
to themselves the various committee and subcommittee 
seats Gonsalves had served on as a representative of the 
Board of Selectmen, including the Affordable Housing 
Trust which now goes to Hills, along with the Town 
House Building Committee and its subcommittee. 
Dickerson will now serve as the selectmen's liaison with 
the Old Rochester Regional School Committee. The board 
left the seats for the Community Preservation Committee 
and the Parks Department open until after the annual 
election. 

Dickerson is not running for reelection for 
another three-year term. 
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The board also refrained from appointing a vice 
chairman until after the election. 

What happens next for the Board of Selectmen 
and the town? On the ballot for the May 18 election will 
be two open slots for Board of Selectmen - one for a three- 
year term to replace outgoing Selectman Jody Dickerson 
and the other for a one-year term to replace Gonsalves. 

The board discussed options for filling Gonsalves' 
seat, which included the possibility of a special town 
election for the one-year term; however, the board 
declined that option after Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson on February 26 explained the situation to the 
selectmen. The soonest a special election could be held 
would be April 30, only 18 days before the annual election 
- which would grant the new selectman only one Board of 
Selectmen meeting before the Annual Town Meeting and 
would cost an additional $4,000. 

Nomination papers for the Annual Town Election 
are still available at the Town Clerk's Office, and deadline 
to return the papers to the Town Clerk's Office is March 
26 at 5:00 pm. The election will take place on Friday, May 
18. 


Selectmen Set for Spring Agenda 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Town department budgets are being built and the 
Annual Town Meeting is in sight. 
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On February 26, the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
were briefed on the Town's status heading into spring as 
Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar brought the board 
up to speed on late winter progress. 

Szyndlar has been working closely with the 
Finance Committee and met again with department 
heads last Thursday, February 22, in preparation for a 
joint meeting of the Board of Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee next Monday evening. 

Szyndlar said she is eyeing May 20 for the 2018 
Annual Town Meeting, pending availability of Rochester 
Memorial School's cafetorium that night, as well as the 
town moderator's availability. 

Szyndlar said the potential deadline for town 
meeting warrant articles should be March 16. 

In other town matters, selectmen will be 
interviewing a candidate for police chief to replace 
retiring Police Chief Paul Magee. Rochester Police's 
Sergeant Robert Small is the one in-house candidate up 
for the position. The selectmen decided months ago to 
begin the chief selection process with in-house candidates 
before seeking candidates outside the force. 

The public is invited to attend the public 
interview on March 3, but no public input or participation 
will be allowed. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved the 
dates for two events coming up: the Tour de Creme on 
May 20 and the Patriot Flalf Triathlon on June 16. 

An abatement request for Comstar was tabled 
until the next meeting in order for the selectmen to gather 
further information before approval. 

The selectmen, under the advisement of the 
Conservation Commission, signed off on its Right of First 
Refusal for the Gayoski property on Alley Road up for 
sale that is slated for removal from Chapter 61A. 

The board also approved an amendment to its 
Remote Participation Policy adopted on February 12 to 
make the policy effective February 12 as opposed to July 1 
as it originally stated. 

Also, Selectman and Town Clerk Naida Parker 
announced that the ballot for the April 11 Annual Election 
is official and off for printing at this time. Absentee ballots 
should be available at the Town Clerk's Office in two 
weeks. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for March 5 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Flail. 

Disappointing Report on Herring Count 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

As if things couldn't get worse for herring trying 
to migrate up the Mattapoisett River system - overfishing 
in and around Block Island, global warming, and natural 
predators -according to Rochester Herring Inspector 
David Watling and Mattapoisett Herring Inspector Bob 
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Martin, herring numbers continue to decline. 

''There is no good news," Watling told the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen on February 27. "Last 
year, we counted twenty-four thousand fish. This time, 
it's eighteen thousand." 

Watling said Middleboro had also reported 
shockingly low fish counts. "They went from about a 
million to something like one hundred fifty thousand." 

Martin and Watling plan to soon install a meter/ 
counter at the fish ladder located on Route 6 and River 
Road. The counts presented on this night came from a 
meter located in Rochester. 

Also coming before the selectmen were Michele 
Cinquegram and David Zimmerman of Verizon to 
conclude previous discussions with the selectmen about 
problematic double poles along Route 6 and other 
locations in the town. 

After sharing the good news that poles brought 
to Verizon's attention have now been vacated and 
ready for removal by Eversource, both Cinquegram and 
Zimmerman spoke to the communication issues between 
the two utilities that contributed to Verizon's slow 
response in removing their equipment from poles slated 
for removal. 

Zimmerman said that if Eversource didn't advise 
all the utilities utilizing their poles that something needed 
to be done, he would have no way of knowing if Verizon 
equipment needed removal. 
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Cinquegram concurred, saying that a lack 
of timely accurate data entry into a shared computer 
platform that allows various utilities to be notified when 
poles needed attention was an ongoing problem. 

Selectman Paul Silva asked the Verizon 
representatives to send a letter to Eversource advising 
that the poles were ready for removal and to instruct them 
about the need for proper filling of holes to avoid cave-ins 
and / or other pedestrian hazards. 

Zimmerman presented a graph that illustrated all 
the poles in the community and which utilities were using 
them for their service distribution. Zimmerman continued 
to explain the inconsistencies Verizon experiences due to 
the lack of information from Eversource. 

"I find it troubling that the utility isn't updating 
the database," said Town Administrator Michael Gagne. 

Silva said, "It's not our problem." He then looked 
at the Verizon staff members and said, "It's part of your 
partnership." 

Gagne said, "I don't want to beat a dead horse, 
but Eversource didn't update the database. They dropped 
the ball." 

The selectmen decided to ask Eversource to 
attend a meeting to discuss the matter further. 

On a lighter note, Gagne said, "Everyone keeps 
asking about the 'funny' bikes on the porch." He said 
that he and cycling activist Bonne DeSousa have been 
discussing the need for more transportation options 
throughout the community, especially during the boating 
season. The 'funny' bikes in question are 'VBikes,' a ride- 
share program that allows people to borrow a bike from a 
docking station simply by downloading an app onto their 
cell phones, which then releases the bike via a GPS-like 
system. For $1 per hour, a person can use the bike. 

Gagne said a survey will be posted on the Town's 
website to solicit feedback from the community on where 
the bikes should be located and any other ideas around 
the rideshare program or other transportation needs. He 
said the bikes could be placed on both public and private 
property, depending on the needs of the community. 

He suggested that locations such as marinas might be 
considered. 
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Gagne also reported on a comprehensive Flood 
Hazard Mitigation Plan that is currently under review. 

He said the draft document is available on the Town's 
website and asked for public comment. Gagne said this 
was a critical document and, when completed, would be 
submitted to FEMA. He said it would be one tool used by 
FEMA when storm-related grants are applied for. 

On the related theme of rising sea levels, Gagne 
said a public one-day long event is in the planning stages 
with Coastal Zone Management to discuss a Municipal 
Vulnerability Program. 

Gagne said the conference would give residents 
the opportunity to more fully appreciate and understand 
the impact associated with rising sea levels. The program 
will delve into all aspects of rising waters from social, to 
economic, to infrastructure, and population migrations. 
Gagne said that with residents' assistance he'll collect data 
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on the impact of rising sea levels on Mattapoisett, ranking 
needs - again - with an eye towards securing grants. 

Wrapping up his report, Gagne announced the 
annual cat and dog rabies clinic will be held on Sunday, 
March 4, at the Mattapoisett Fire Station from 10:00 am to 
noon. Cost per animal is $15. All dogs much be leashed 
and all cats must be crated. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for March 13 at 6:30 pm in the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room. 


Solar Work Will Be 'Stop and Go' 

Rochester Planning Board

The progress of Clean Energy Collective's solar 
energy project on Mattapoisett Road will hinge mainly 
on one thing - an 8-foot high flag - and if the Rochester 
Planning Board can see it from where it will stand across 
the street, it's lights out for the project until the developer 
can properly screen the solar panels. 

The public hearing for Clean Energy Collective 
was re-opened on February 27 after the board back in 
December determined that a berm height increase due to 
some elevation discrepancies was a major change to the 
approved plan. 

The board visited the site on Saturday, and the 
board's peer review engineer, Ken Motta from Field 
Engineering, submitted a third report with comments on 
what was observed that day. 

"Everything looked to be in order," said Clean 
Energy Collective's engineer Evan Watson of Prime 
Engineering, "minus one comment from Ken.... He asked 
that the fence at the front at the gate be extended." 

A few additional comments followed, including a 
specified 50-50 grass seed mix. 

"I couldn't make the site visit Saturday," said 
Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson, "so I actually 
went out today." 

Motta accompanied him, Johnson said, observing 
with him what Johnson called "some interesting things on 
the site after all the rain." 

Johnson described a field area by the access road 
that was ponding water after the recent rains. 

"The water can't travel," Johnson said. "So that 
access road is kind of a dam." 

Johnson suggested installing a 12-inch culvert to 
help with drainage, and Watson agreed. 

But it still all comes down to whether or not the 
panels will be visible from the road. 

Johnson requested that a new site line be taken 
from the metal building across the street. 

"When you're standing on Mattapoisett Road 
and you're kind of in line with the center of that building. 
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you can see right in through there," said Johnson. "We're 
gonna ask them to do another site line." 

Johnson suggested the site line doesn't necessarily 
have to be done before work can continue, but Johnson's 
preference was to require that the screening fence be 
constructed before the racking system for the panels is 
installed. That way, the work could continue - at the 
developer's risk, of course - and the board could gain the 
reassurance that the panels would be fully screened before 
the project goes too far. 

Then Johnson suggested placing an 8-foot tall 
pole with a flag on top of where the highest point of the 
panels will be. 

"If we can't see the flag, carry on," said Johnson. 
"But if we can see the flag, it's back to the drawing 
board." 

The board will add the condition that the fence 
be installed before the racks. Once the fence is in, the flag 
test on the site line will be performed. Then work on the 
racks can begin, Johnson said. Once the racks are in, work 
will again stop so the board can check the measurements. 
Once the measurements are verified, only then can the 
panels be mounted. Work would then again stop until 
that installation is checked. 

"If there's a violation at any one of those points, 
the work's gonna stop," Johnson said. 

Planning Board member John DiMaggio pointed 
out that the board has been making the installation of 
the fence before the racks a special condition for most 
of the solar projects that have gone before the board. 

He suggested that perhaps that requirement should be 
inserted into the town's solar bylaw. 

"You're right though," said Johnson. "If we're 
gonna put it in into every decision, we should put it in the 
bylaw." 

Johnson stated that he thinks the board is close 
to the point of compiling a list of conditions for a draft 
decision to review and wrap up at the next meeting. 

"We want to get this thing moving forward in the 
right direction," Johnson said. 

There were no comments from the audience that 
evening, and the board continued the hearing until March 
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The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for March 13 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

120 Front Street Still an Open Question 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

At the previous Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
meeting on January 18, applicant Christian Lor anger had 
been asked by the board to provide it with a timeline of 
his ownership of and activities relating to his property 
at 120 Front Street. The purpose of the timeline was to 
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provide information to help the ZBA establish whether 
the non-conforming use of the property, a two-family 
house, had been lost due to either abandonment or non¬ 
use, which is the current ruling of Zoning Enforcement 
Officer Scott Shippey On February 22, Loranger arrived 
at the Town House with a thick packet of emails and 
a summary of his correspondence with the Town, his 
engineers, realtors, neighbors, and architects. 

'Tn the interest of time," Loranger began, "You 
know how I feel about the bylaws..." and therefore, he 
wanted to skip straight to the timeline. 

The timeline was divided into two sections - a 
summary of dates, which were backed up by emails, 
and then the emails themselves. Loranger painstakingly 
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reviewed the dates since he acquired the property in 2013, 
including his Conservation Commission hearings, his 
purchase of the parcel of land located on Pitcher Street, 
among others. 

Loranger contends that he visited the 
Conservation Commission office in March 2014 and 
was told by "a woman running the office that he didn't 
need to worry about wetlands." He went on to say that 
he pursued and eventually purchased land behind his 
property located on Pitcher Street, a process that took 
over two years. 

He highlighted the ConCom's denial of his 
Notice of Intent application in July of 2016, which he 
then appealed to the DEP, which also denied his permit. 
Loranger finally received his Order of Conditions 
(OOC) in September 2017. During this time, Loranger 
was apparently also in discussions with then Fire Chief 
Thomas Joyce about using the house for fire training 
exercises. Eventually, the idea was scrapped, which 
Shippey thought was due to the house being in close 
proximity to other structures and an inability to safely 
contain the fire. 

ZBA Chairman Marc Leblanc asked Loranger 
about his architects. "In 2014, you hired a new architect to 
design a home - was it a two-family?" to which Loranger 
replied that it was a two-family structure. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Cynthia 
Callow, present at the meeting, said, "It has been a long 
process with Mr. Loranger on 120 Front Street. We did 
deny [Notice of Intent] at first, and the DEP affirmed 
our decision. The second plan, we approved." Callow 
could not remember why the first NOI was denied, but 
suggested it had to do with a retaining wall too close to 
the wetlands. She added that Loranger does not hold 
a superseding OOC from the DEP, as was mistakenly 
claimed, saying that Loranger has not paid the DEP for 
the appeal process. She also noted that the commission 
would be visiting the site due to a report of dumping in 
the wetlands on the property. 

Norman Hills, selectman and ex-Conservation 
Commission member, took issue with the report that 
the commission had told Loranger "not to touch a blade 
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of grass or stick on that property," implying that the 
commission had somehow contributed to delaying his 
project. In his written statement. Hills defended the 
commission, writing that at no time did the ConCom tell 
Loranger not to cut his grass, etc., adding, "Nothing has 
prevented him from doing routine maintenance of the 
property... I would note during that postulated time ... 
Mr. Loranger somehow managed to cut down every tree 
on the property." Hills concluded, saying that Loranger 
owned the property for three years prior to applying for 
an NOI. 

Loranger clarified that he believed it was the DEP 
who had told him not to touch a blade of grass on his 
property. 

Looking over Loranger's data, ZB A member 
Kate Mahoney underscored the dilemma before the 
board, saying, "[We are] grappling with the concept of 
abandonment - if something is being done, what looks 
like to be at a lagging pace, is that use?" 

At this point. Town Counsel Barbara Huggins 
Carboni weighed in. "The board looks at the whole period 
of time, asking has there been any abandonment or non¬ 
use? If you see activities relating to constructing a new 
home - that is part of your consideration." 

Carboni pointed out that action or non-action, 
coupled with "intent not to abandon" and with "activities 
not to abandon," were factors the board took into 
consideration. Carboni underscored that, with the idea of 
abandonment, intent was important. 

Shippey clarified that the property was used as 
a two-family prior to a fire in 2010, before Loranger's 
ownership, but since the fire Shippey had performed 
one inspection at the house, an insulation inspection on 
January 3, 2012. There was no Certificate of Occupancy 
issued since that time. The permits pulled after the fire 
weren't completed, and no work had been performed. 

In November 2013, Loranger asked that the 
previous owner's building permit be extended. A 
discussion ensued about the validity of the construction 
permits held by the previous owner. Leblanc argued that 
because there were open permits when Loranger bought 
the property, that indicates it is still being used as a two- 
family. 

When ownership changes, the permit becomes 
null and void, Shippey stated. The clock starts with 
the new ownership; therefore, according to Shippey, 
the permit held by the previous owner as a two-family 
structure has no bearing on the new permit. The last 
permit pulled by the previous owner was in January 2012. 

Leblanc and alternate member Tad Wollenhaupt 
followed the timeline for the previous owner's permit 
(January 2012) to the first contact by Loranger (February 
2013) to the closing on the parcel (November 2013) to 
Loranger contacting the building office for a new building 
permit application (January 2014). This timeline, Leblanc 
suggested, showed good faith in the owners moving 
forward on the home being a two-family structure. 
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However, Carboni pointed out again, the question is 
about whether use continued or not - not about good 
faith. 

''Just because the purchaser thought in good 
faith that [it is a two-family structure] doesn't decide it 
is in use as a two-family." The state of mind of an owner 
or purchaser, Carboni added, does not control or decide 
continued use. 

Loranger said he submitted a construction permit 
to Shippey on January 14, 2014, and that the permit was 
returned to him on January 22. Neither he nor Shippey 
have a written record of the permit application. Shippey 
couldn't recall returning the permit to Loranger, but he 
was quick to clarify it was not a denial. 

"I would have written him a denial so that he 
could appeal - that is his due process," Shippey said. 

If Shippey had returned the permit, it may have been 
because of a lack of information. 

Mahoney had trouble understanding Loranger's 
response to the return of his permit, saying, "You go 
through all this work and it is returned to you and then 
there's no activity. Doesn't look like there is any urgency 
after the denial." 

Loranger said he looked at the bylaws and 
decided that ".. .My property was grandfathered and I 
don't need to go down this road -1 had attorneys that 
agreed with me." 

Loranger said he had documentation of this, but 
felt like this path was beating a dead horse. 

"All that I've been asked about. I've shown [the 
board. You're] handpicking what you don't think I'm 
telling the truth about." 

Mahoney replied that she was not handpicking 
but would have expected more of a response to the 
returned permit. ZB A member Betsy Dunn put the issue 
to bed with a curt "He says the building permit was 
returned to him, so he did." 

This brought the board to the crux of the issue: 
the determination of either abandonment or non-use 
for two years. The zoning bylaw says abandonment 
or non-use of a two-family for two years or more shall 
lose its protected status. In her memo to the board 
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dated January 18, Carboni noted that the two concepts 
are not interchangeable and that the board may find 
a nonconforming use to be ''extinguished by either 
abandonment or by non-use, or by both." 

Hills defended Shippey's denial of the permit 
based on his conclusion of the loss of the non-conforming 
use, saying the Town relies on Shippey's knowledge. 
"Scott knows the building code. He's the expert." 

Wollenhaupt said he didn't see abandonment of 
the use at all, adding "But I possibly see non-use." 

Leblanc asked if non-use is applicable if the 
structure is uninhabitable. 

Carboni responded, "I think you've hit the hard 
part of the case - the issue of non-use is difficult. The 
court has said that the mere vacancy of a dwelling does 
not in and of itself determine non-use.... This does give 
the board some room because the concept of non-use is 
not well defined." 

If the board suggests the dwelling was 
uninhabitable, it can take that into consideration. 

With a bit of exasperation, Leblanc asked the 
board what they were looking for, saying, "We are 
bouncing the ball back and forth - we are looking to 
overturn or uphold..." the decision. 

Mahoney suggested the board continue the 
hearing so that they may "think." 

The board has 90 days after closing the hearing to 
issue a decision. 
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At one point, a neighbor rose to speak in favor 
of closing the public hearing and a positive vote for 
Loranger. Sandria Parsons, 24 South Street, urged the 
board to take some time this evening to deliberate and 
assess the information. ''It's only 8:40 pm. Can you 
take twenty minutes to look over your notes to make a 
decision for this man to build his home? I'm eager for a 
home for the Loranger family... It's hard for me to believe 
there's more to say. I kinda think this man has given you 
all you asked for in the last three meetings." 

Parsons argued that Loranger wants to build a 
home with a mother-in-law apartment, ".. .Not a second 
apartment to rent." Shippey said Loranger can, by right, 
build a single-family home on the lot and apply for an 
accessory apartment for family members. 

Mahoney reiterated that the board should 
continue the hearing, seeing no disadvantage of 
continuing since they were not going to decide the issue 
this evening. The public hearing for 120 Front Street was 
continued to March 15. Leblanc said the board should put 
it to bed at that meeting. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for March 15 at 7:30 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 


Shedding a Light on 'Green' Energy Savings 

Marion Energy Management Committee

The Marion Energy Management Committee is 
tasked with reviewing thousands of data points, a myriad 
of details associated with energy-consuming machines, 
buildings, systems, and the people that require the 
smooth and continuous flow of power to fuel modern-day 
living. No small task indeed. And the goal: to save the 
town real dollars through the utilization of fuel-saving 
equipment and processes. 

The EMC has been studying everything from 
fuel-efficient town vehicles to sewer pumps and new 
building codes, leaving no stone unturned in their effort 
to help the town achieve 'Green Community' status with 
the Massachusetts Department of Energy Resources. 

During the February 26 meeting of the EMC, 
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Bill Saltonstall gave a report on his efforts working with 
various town departments with an eye towards energy 
audits, a critical component of the overall review process. 
He said that in seeking to achieve a 20% energy use 
reduction over a five-year period - a requirement for 
Green Community certification - he was collecting data 
on fuel use, LED lights, and is planning energy audits for 
town-owned structures. 

"In order to find that twenty percent, we are 
going to have to scratch around because we've done 
so much so far," said Saltonstall. "I've been to all the 
buildings," he said chuckling, "...The town barn is the 
worst - a real energy hog." 

Saltonstall said energy audits were needed to 
uncover areas where additional improvements could 
equate to additional savings, inching the town along 
towards completing a very long to-do list established by 
the Mass DER for certifying cities and towns as Green 
Communities. 

The goal for securing certification not only carries 
the reward of saving the town money, but moreover it 
qualifies the town for grants, technical assistance from 
the Green Community Division, and local support in 
energy and cost reduction through clean energy projects 
in buildings, facilities, and schools. 

Some of the areas the committee has earmarked 


said she would draft the missive. 

On the matter of solar arrays in the community, it 
was reported that since zoning bylaw changes some five 
years ago that opened the door to private and commercial 
solar installations, 140 such installation were now 
operational in town. 

Another important aspect of the Green 
Community process is the adoption of what is known 
at the Stretch Building Code. Adopted in 2009 by the 
International Building Code, the Stretch Code was added 
to the building code to provide greater energy-efficient 
alternatives to the standard energy provisions of the 
code. Although not mandated, the Stretch Code is part 
of the checklist for becoming a Green Community. Town 
Planner Gil Hilario said he had been in conversation 
with Building Inspector Scott Shippey regarding this 
addendum to the IBC, although at this point in time to no 
conclusion. 

Earlier in the evening, committee member David 
Pierce brought up the matter of an October 20, 2017 
open meeting complaint. "We've heard nothing from 
the state," he said. Pierce concluded that a lack of any 
further communication on the matter generally meant 
it was closed. Ingerslev suggested keeping the matter 
open pending direction from town. The agenda item was 
tabled. 


for further study include: renovation of the Town 
House; anti-idling equipment for police cruisers; LED 
streetlamps; thermostat upgrades for the Music Hall, 
Atlantis Drive building, and the library; upgrading of 
water and sewer pump stations; more electric or hybrid 
town vehicles; and solar arrays on town-owned buildings. 

Regarding the energy-efficient vehicles the 
town currently owns, committee member Christian 
Ingerslev said that the general public needed access to 
the plug-in stations during the day. He said town vehicles 
were parked at the charging stations even when not re¬ 
charging, making public access impossible. The group 
thought sending a letter to the Board of Selectmen and 
other town departments alerting them that the stations 
are required to be open to the public during business 
hours was needed. Committee member Jennifer Francis 
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Pierce also said that he wanted to encourage 
public input and engagement with the EMC and hoped 
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people would attend future meetings. 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for March 26 at 7:00 
pm in the Marion Music Hall. 

BOH Weeds Through Pot Regulation Options

With a marijuana moratorium in place, the 
Marion Board of Health finds itself at its leisure when 
it comes to drafting up local regulations for adult non¬ 
medical marijuana use establishments. Unlike some 
Massachusetts municipalities crafting 'placeholder' draft 
regulations in time for April 1 when the Massachusetts 
Cannabis Control Commission (CCC) starts accepting 
marijuana establishment applications, Marion has until 
the end of this year to implement theirs. Still, Board of 
Health members are eager to get a glimpse of what their 
options are pertaining to regulation and enforcement of 
the sale of marijuana. 

Cheryl Sbarra, senior staff attorney and 
director of the Tobacco Cessation and Prevention 
Program and Chronic Disease Prevention Program for 
the Massachusetts Association of Health Boards, once 
again assisted the board on February 27 by introducing 
a tentative regulation placeholder template some 
municipalities without a moratorium are looking at. The 
placeholder was drafted by a working group in which 
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Sbarra is a member. 

Sbarra said what she presented to the board that 
day is somewhat of a checklist "menu" that boards of 
health could pick from, and included in that "menu" are 
some regulations similar to those of tobacco already in 
place. 

Some of these options are expected as standard: 
food code enforcement for edible marijuana products; 
a section for calculating a fee structure along with 
permitting costs; the restriction of smoking or 'vaping' 
marijuana on establishments that sell marijuana; and 
banning vending machines, coupons, and free samples. 

Some of the options that could be considered 
'unreasonable,' difficult to enforce, or that exceed the 
state's own regulations, however, were marked with an 
asterisk pending a determination of legality. 

One such asterisked policy option, for example, 
is "No person shall cultivate marijuana without first 
obtaining a Home Cultivation Permit from the ... Board of 
Health." 

"[We're] not sure at this point whether boards 
of health would have the legal authority to do this ... 
or the means to enforce it," Sbarra said. That option 
could ultimately be deemed off the table once the state 
releases its regulations, as well as other marked options 
like increasing the minimum legal sales age from 21 to 25 
and banning flavored combustible or 'vaped' marijuana 
products, similar to the board's agenda with flavored 
nicotine products. 

"Anything deemed unlawful can just be taken 
out," said Sbarra. A "severability clause" was included 
in the template for just that purpose. "Normally [a 
municipality] can be stricter (than the state), but with this 
specific law ... locals are preempted from doing other 
things." 

The Board of Health would likely maintain the 
authority to set the hours of operation, which Sbarra 
recommended involving the Police Department when 
discussing such aspects of the regulation. 

Enforcement of the regulations, Sbarra told the 
board, is critical. "You have lots of discretion in ways 
you can enforce it," which, she added, would be similar 
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to tobacco and nicotine enforcement, with perhaps more 
substantial penalties for violations. A violation for selling 
tobacco to a minor, for example, could cost a retailer 
$100. ''And I just think that's not proper for marijuana 
establishments," said Sbarra. "To me, [one hundred 
dollars] is not enough of a penalty." 

The board could consider hearings to suspend 
licenses, revoking licenses, and steeper fines that could 
even be as high as $1,000. 

"I think that's really an important piece to this," 
said Sbarra. Much thought should go into structuring 
fines, she added. 

Again, Sbarra emphasized, "This is a placeholder 
because we don't know all the answers. This is new to us, 
but this can always be amended." 

Sbarra said Marion was the first town to review 
this placeholder, apart from the towns and cities involved 
with Sbarra in the working group drafting it. 

The CCC is expected to approve and release its 
final regulations on adult-use non-medical marijuana on 
March 15, but Marion is under no pressure to produce 
its local zoning and public health bylaws in time for the 
April 1 date. 

"This will be our Number One priority and goal," 
Board of Health Chairman John Howard stated. 

Planning Board Chairman Eileen Marum was also 
present, and she told the Board of Health that she would 
be presenting town counsel with a preliminary draft of 
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the Planning Board's zoning bylaw the next day. 

. .And maybe we can get this zoning bylaw 
passed in May (Town Meeting)," said Marum. "I don't 
know, it's gonna be tight; it's gonna be close." 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
is scheduled for March 13 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House.

I'm confused about rabies vaccines for my dog and cat. 1 
hear about 1,2 and 3 year vaccines. What's the deal? 

Talk to your vet about the specifics of their wellness 
programs, but the Massachusetts law requires that 
dogs and cats be vaccinated for rabies by 6 months of 
age. A booster shot should follow in 9 to 12 months. 
The second shot is good for three years assuming 
that the vaccine is licensed for 3 years. If the second 
shot is even a day late over the 12 month period the 
vaccine is automatically only legal for 1 year. So don't 
delay after getting a reminder card saying your pet is 
overdue for shots. 


The same law applies to cats but some people prefer 1 
year rabies shot in cats as a 3 year vaccines contain a 
substance that can cause cancer at the vaccination site 
in a very small percentage of cats. Again, talk to your 
vet about your preferences.

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The Reverend Dr. Charles David Lake, 

Sr. passed away on February 16th at Tobey 
Hospital after a long illness. Chuck, as he 
liked to be called, was bom in Boston on 
July 18,1932 and graduated from Melrose 
High School in 1950. 

Chuck was a scholar. He gradu¬ 
ated from Brown University in June of 
1954 where he received a Bachelor of Arts 
Magna Cum Laude. He was a member of 
the Kappa Sigma fraternity, sang on the 
Brown-Pembroke Chorus and Chapel Choir and was elected to 
Phi Beta Kappa in the spring of his senior year. 

He went on to earn a Bachelor of Divinity degree from 
Yale University in 1957. He went on to receive a Master of 
Arts in Christian Theology in 1963 and then attained a Doctor 
of Philosophy in Philosophical Theology in 1972 from the 
University of Chicago. 

Chuck was pre-deceased by his father, George Otis Lake 
and his mother. Hazel Augusta (Berry) Lake. He is survived by 
his wife Jeanne Wickenden Lake of Marion; his two daughters, 
Stephanie Jeanne Lake of Sacramento, CA and Joanna Wick¬ 
enden (Lake) McFadyen of Marion and his son, Charles David 
Lake, Jr and his wife Linda Sue (Crell) Lake of Mattapoisett.

In addition to Chuck’s extensive education, he was a true 
man of the cloth as well as a dedicated civic leader. During 
his years at Brown, he was co-chair of the Religious Embassy 
Week for the Brown Christian Association and spent two sum¬ 
mers on the student staff of the American Baptist Assembly in 
Green Lake, Wisconsin. At Yale, he participated in the Ando¬ 
ver Newton Theological School’s summer program of Clinical 
Pastoral Education, including a unique experience working 
with patients of the last great polio epidemic. He also served as 
student assistant at First Baptist Church of West Haven, Cam¬ 
pus Minister at Teacher’s College of Connecticut and Student 
Pastor of the Dingletown Community Church in Greenwich, 
Connecticut. 

After graduating from Yale, Chuck was ordained to 
the Christian Ministry by the First Baptist Church of Mel¬ 
rose, MA, in response to a call by the First Baptist Church in 
America as their Assistant Minister with Special Responsibility 
for Christian Education, Youth Ministry and Campus Ministry.

In 1963, he received a second Danforth 
Campus Ministry Grant and a University Scholarship for his 
final two years in residence at Chicago. 

In 1965, Chuck moved to Columbia, Missouri to become 
Chaplain and Assistant Dean of Religion at Stephens College. 
During the next 11 years, he completed his Ph.D. In 1976, 
Chuck and Jeanne moved to Marion and he became the Execu¬ 
tive Director of the Massachusetts Baptist Foundation for the 
Campus Ministry and Minister Coordinator of the Massachu¬ 
setts Commission for United Ministries in Higher Education.

Ulrich F. W. Ernst, age 73, of Mattapoisett, MA, died on 
February 21,2018, with his family and friends by his side. He 
was born in Biickow, Germany, and grew 
up in (West) Berlin. He studied economics 
at the Freie Universitat, Berlin and at the 
Christian-Albrechts Universitat Institute for 
World Economy, Kiel, Germany. He came 
to the US in 1966, receiving his Ph.D in 
economics at Indiana University in 1973. 

He was employed by Abt Associ¬ 
ates in Cambridge, MA, and Bethesda, MD; 
by DAI in Bethesda, where he served as 
Chief Economist; and by the US Agency 
for International Development where he was an Economist in 
the Foreign Service. His work spanned the developing world, 
with postings in Morocco, Central America, and Sri Lanka. 

He found some of his most interesting short-term projects 
in Ukraine, Moldova, Ghana, Armenia, and Palestine. After 
retirement he continued consulting, almost to the time of his 
death. His last work was developing a structural model to 
predict the local content of major investments in the LNG 
sector in Tanzania. Work on that model is being carried on by 
colleagues at DAI. 

Throughout his career, he had the rare ability to use 
sophisticated mathematical and econometric tools in practical 
ways, making them understandable and useful to decision¬ 
makers in the US government overseas and in foreign gov¬ 
ernments. He loved mentoring young professionals in the 
countries where he worked and helped their careers whenever 
possible.

numbers also decreased due to the development of coastal 
areas and, more recently, wounds from the propellers 
on motorboats. Another common cause of death is the 
unintentional trapping of the turtles under crabbing and 
lobster nets. This placed the terrapins on the endangered 
list. Deb Ewing will talk about the terrapin's habitat, egg 
laying, diet, predators, hibernation, etc. Work done by 
volunteers like Landis and Deb has aided in changing 
the conservation status of this turtle from Endangered to 
Special Concern.

Tehran Taboo, Starring Elmira Rafizadeh and Zahra 
Amir Ebrahimi. Directed by Ali Soozandeh. Running 
time: 96 minutes. No MPA A rating; equivalent of an R. 
In select theaters now. 

With animation, you can do anything, including 
circumventing repressive laws. In Tehran Taboo, the feature 
debut of Iranian animator / director Ali Soozandeh, the 
actors were filmed in various studios and locations in 
Germany, where Soozandeh has been self-exiled for 25 
years. The backdrop of Tehran, where the film could 
not be shot due to its subject matter, was created via 
computer imaging; the actors were rotoscoped, or painted 
over with animation. The technique has been in use for 
about a hundred years, but never, I think, has it been used 
so directly in service of freedom of expression. (Usually 
it's done to cut costs, or because it can look cool; the last 
major filmmaker to employ it was Richard Linklater in 
2001's Waking Life and 2006's A Scanner Darkly.) 

Tehran Taboo is a triptych of connected stories 
about sexual hypocrisy and misogyny of the sort that 
flourishes in Iran in the wake of the country's rise of 
theocracy. Pari (Elmira Rafizadeh), a prostitute, has to 
bring her mute little boy along with her on jobs; she wants 
to divorce her incarcerated, drug-addicted husband, but 
she needs his signature denoting his permission, which 
he won't give. Eventually Pari gets what she needs from 
a judge, in exchange for her being a sort of kept woman 
for him; in her new apartment, she meets a neighbor, 

Sara (Zahra Amir Ebrahimi), who wants to find work 
outside her home, but she needs her husband's signature 
denoting ... yeah, you guessed it. Sara is also pregnant, 
and her husband and his parents are concerned she might 
have a third "miscarriage." 

Pari finds herself helping a student and 
struggling DJ named Babak (Arash Marandi), who had a 
tryst with young woman Donya (Negar Mona Alizadeh) 
in a nightclub toilet. Donya, who says she is engaged to 
be married to a brute never seen from the neck up, tells 
Babak he took her virginity and now must pay for surgery 
to make her hymen seem whole again. This system is 
insane — especially for women, of course, but secondarily 
for the men whose egos and blinkered consciousness it is 


constructed to protect. Babak just wanted some fun with a 
woman who liked him, and now he has to come up with a 
large chunk of money for a ludicrous, bogus mutilation. 

Soozandeh and his gifted actors demonstrate 
how this kind of society mars everyone; however, some 
can thrive within it, while others fall. It seems to depend 
on how successfully one can turn off one's humanity. 

The movie has been said to be a little outdated — the 
mores depicted in Tehran Taboo reputedly reflect how 
things were around the time Soozandeh left the country 
(although they're not much better in a lot of ways now, 
and homosexuality is still punishable by death). Still, the 
movie speaks volumes about life for women in societies 
that value patriarchal religion over female experience. Yet 
Soozandeh keeps things personal, the conflict arising from 
the decisions women and men are forced to make in a 
place where only the elite can claim to have much agency. 

The narrative is bleak and, in one case, tragic, 
but Soozandeh and cinematographer Martin Gschlacht (I 
assume his compositions and color schemes were retained 
in the rotoscoping process?) don't make Tehran Taboo a 
glum experience visually; the hues pop, rendering Tehran 
with a glittering magic that helps us understand why 
people would want to stay there despite the oppressive 
theocracy. (What creators of dystopian fictions always 
get wrong is the gunmetal-gray atmosphere of cultural 
blandness. If you're going to lock down the people's 
minds and souls you should at least allot them a few 
shiny things to look at, like skyscrapers at night, or their 
phones, or Netflix.) And amid the repression and pain 
there are some transcendent moments, some sweet shards 
of joy and leisure. The thickly lined bodies join together, 
come apart, fly or fall. Tehran Taboo captures a certain 
heated mood of fleshly revolt against the fundamentalist 
matrix — overripe at times, but vital. 
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Historical Society will preview one building a week so 
that the residents of Marion can understand more about 
its unique historical architecture. This installment features 
Stony croft at 14 West Drive. 

Stony croft at 14 West Drive exemplifies the 
shingle style at its most picturesque. It was designed by 
the architectural firm of Coolidge and Carlson and built 
in 1895 for Brookline resident A.W. Bliss, whose leather 
business was located in the heart of Boston's leather 
district. Its landscaping complements an architectural 
design that delicately balances rustic and formal qualities. 
Exterior and interior photographs of the Bliss House 
appeared in the October 29,1919 edition of the American 
Architect, showing Craftsman style furniture within. It 
also showed rustic interiors with low ceilings, exposed 
timbers, and both stone and brick fireplaces.
